GENERAL DESCRIPTION OF AMERICA. 


IS great Weſtern Continent, frequently denominated 
the New World, extends from the 8oth Degree North to 
the 56th of South Latitude ; and, where it's Breadth is 
mown, from the 56th to the 136th Degree of W. Long. from 
London, OY irom between 8 and gooo Miles in Length, 
and in it's greateſt Breadth xx It ſees both Hemiſpheres, 
has two Summers and a double Winter, and enjoys all the 
ariety of Climates which the Earth affords. It is waſh'd by 
e two great Oceans; to the Eaſtward it has the Atlantic, 
hich divides it from Europe and Africa; to the Weſt the 
Pacific, or great South Sea, by. which it is ſeparated from 
ia: By theſe Seas it may, and does carry a direct Com- 
merce with the other three Parts of the World. 

This great Continent is divided into two Parts, one on the 
North, the other on the South, which are joined by the King- 
dom of Mexico, forming a Sort of Ifthmus 1500 Miles long, 
and in one Part, at Darien, ſo extremely narrow, as to make 

e Communication between the two Oceans by no Means dif. 

cult, being only 60 Miles. In the great Gulph which is 

orm'd between the Iſthmus and the northern and ſouthern 
grand Diviſions of this Continent, lie an infinite Multitude of 
Hands, many of them large, moſt of them fertile, and deno- 
minated the Wett-Indies, in contradiction to the Countries 
and Idands of Aſa, beyond the cape of Good Hope, which 
are call'd the Eaſt Indies. The Limits to which we are con- 
fined will not admit of a particular Deſcription of all the 
Countries contained in this vaſt continent ; the colonies and 
Provinces of Great Rritain, forming what may be truly call'd

In this Province there are no Towns of any Im- 
portance ; the Seat of Government is ſometimes held 
at Burlington and ſometimes at Amboy. The other 
Towns are Elizabeth-Town, Brunſwick, Newark, 
Prince-Town, Trenton, Bordenton, Salem, Glouceſter, 
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Henry Hudſon, an Engliſnman, in the Vear 2608, 
under a Commiſſion from bis Maſter King James I. 
diſcovered Long-Ifland, Manhattan's (fince called 
New-York) and the River which ſtill bears bis Name 3 
and afterwards ſold the Country, or rather his Right, 
to the Dutch. Four Years after the States-General 
granted a Patent to ſundry Merchants for an excluſive 
Trade on the North-River, who in 1624 built 2 Fort 
on the Weſt Side near Albany: In the ſame Year 
Czpt. Argall, under Sir Thomas Dale, Governor of 
Virginia, viſited the Dutch on Hudſon's-River, who 
being unable to refiſt him, prudently ſubmitted for the 
preſent,” to the King of England, and under him to 
the Governor of Virginia, The Year following they 
ereted a Fort on the South Weſt Point of the Iſland 
Manhattans, Determined upon the Settlement of a 
Colony, the States General in 1621 granted the 
Country to the Weſt-India Company; and in the 
Year 1629, Wouter Van Twiller arrived at Fort- 
Amſterdam, now New-York, and took upon himſelf 
the Government. | | 

Auguſt 27, 1664, Governor Stuyveſant ſurrendered 
the Colony to Col, Nicolls, who had arrived in the 
Bay a few Days before, with three or four Ships and 
about 300 Soldiers, having a Commiſſion from King 
Charles 2d, to reduce the Place, which then was 
called New-Amfterdam, but was changed to New= 
York, as was Fort-Orange to Albany, in Honour of 
his Royal Highneſs James Duke of York and Albany. 
Very few of the Inhabitants thought proper to remove 
out of the Country; and their numerous Deſcendants 
for Loyalty to the preſent reigning Family, and a pure 
Attachment to the Proteſtant Religion, are perhaps 
exceeded by none of his Majeſty's Subjects. | 

The Engliſh kept peaceable Poſſeſſion of the Country 
until the Year 1673, when the Dutch, with whom we 
vere then at War, ſent a ſmall Squadron, which ar- 
nved at Staten-Ifland on the zoth of july; John 
Manning, a Captain of an Independent Company, 


„„ 
who had at that Time the Command of the Fort, ſent 
a Meſſeager down to the Commodore, and treache- 
rouſly made his Terms with him: On the ſame Day 
the Ships came up, moor'd under the Fort, landed 
their Men, and entered the Garriſon, without giving 
or receiving a Shot. All the Magiſtrates and Conſta- 
bles from.Eaft-Jerſey, Long-Iſland, /Eſopus and Al- 
bany, were ſummoned to New-York ; and the major 
Part of them ſwore Allegiance to the States General 
and the Prince of Orange, The Conquerors, however, 
did not enjoy the Fruits of their Succeſs long, for on 
the gth of February the Year following, a Treaty of 
Peace between England and Holland, was fign'd at 
Weſtminſter ; by the 6th Article of which, this Pro- 
vince was reſtor'd to the Engliſh,---under whoſe Do- 
minion it has fince continued, 


Mr. SM1TH in his Hiſtory of New-York, publiſh 
in the Year 1757, computes the Number of Souls in 
this Colony to be about 100,000, but as 19 Years have 
elapſed ſince that Time, and as beſides the natural 
Jacreaſe we have had vaſt Emigrations from Ireland, 
Scotland, and other Countries, we may now reaſonably 
clade there are no leſs than 200,000 Inhabitants,

SUPREME CouRT. 


The Juriſdiction of this Court extends through the 
whole Province, and its Powers are very great. I 
takes Cognizance af all Cauſes civil and criminal, az 
fully as the King's Bench and Common Pleas at Weſt— 
miniſter : In civil Controverfies the Value of the Sum 
demanded muſt exceed C. 20. This Court fits in 
New-York, and has four Terms in a Year, which 
commence on the 3d Tueſdays in January, April 
and October, and the laſt in July; the firſt and lat 
continue five Days, and the two other Terms ten, 
The Judges of this Court, are Judges of Nif Prius 
of courſe, and perform a Circuit thro' the Counties 
once every Year; they carry with them at the ſame 
Time a Commiſſion of Oyer andTerminer, in which 
ſume of the County Juſtices are joined, The Salary 
of the Chief Juſtice is C. 500 Sterling, per Ann.

JUSTICES COURT. 


Juſtices of the Peace are appointed by Commiſſion 
ſrom the Governor, who, beſides their ordinary Pow- 
ers, are, by Acts of Aſſembly, enabled to hold Courts 
for the Determination of ſmall Cauſes of Five Pounds 
and under; but the Parties are privileged, if they 
chooſe it, with a Jury of ſix Men. The Proceedings 
re in a Summary Way, The Magiſtrate generally 
allows the Perſon againſt-whom Judgment is given, if 
he is in mean Circumſtances, a reaſonable Time to 
pay the Debt, without diſtreſſing his Family. The 
ſuſtices have alſo a Juriſdiction with reſpe& to Crimes 
under the Degree of Grand Larceny ; for any three of 
them, one being of the Quorum, may try a Criminal 
without a Jury, and inflict Puniſhments not extending 
to Life and Limb. |
